1) Unscrupulous sales teams have 
been operating in the area claiming to 
give security and safety advice.

Items such as these can be obtained, 
and installed locally, for a considerably 
lower price. Although these people are 
not actually breaking the law it is advis- 
able not to purchase from them. You 
should always be very cautious about 
purchasing from any door-to-door sales 
person. Goods offered are seldom any 
better, and frequently not as good, as 
those purchased from a regulated out- 
let. 

2) Anumber of cars have been bro- 
ken into/damaged, over a wide area 
within the Village. These have, in the 
main, been older cars. Doors have been 
forced, windows broken, property sto- 
len and radios etc. removed. Please do 
not invite someone to break into your 
car by leaving ‘tempting’ items on view.
